Teach Children To Do For 
Themselves, Principal Says 



New Header Required This 

Year In Fourth Class 

Of Pulilc Schools 



Changes in the public school 
course of study going into effect 
this year arc chiefly designed to 
develop more self-reliance in the 
child and to induce the child to do 
more for himself, Principal II. A. 
Jackson of Newmarket public 
schools told The Era this week. 

"The curriculum is lessened to 

provide more time to direct the 
child into doing for himself," Mr. 
Jackson stated, "Some of the sub- 
jects of study hove been changed 
from earlier to later grades, and 
others from later to earlier grades. 

"Classes, up to the end of the 
senior third, ore called Grades 1 
to VI and will be known as the 
elementary school. History and 
geography will be known as the 
social sciences, and agriculture 
will be called science. ^ 

•'In the fourth class there is a 
new reader, 'Life and Literature/ 
in which the stories are preceded 
by slight introductions and ex- 
planations and arc followed with 
n list of questions as u help to 
study. The idea is to put the book 
Into the boy or girl's hands and 
have him do more for himself."

Brimming over with impres- 
sions and anecdotes, and doing 
his best to give an open-minded 

Picture of the European scene, 
leadmaster Joseph McCulley of 
Pickering College is home again, 
back from a tour of half a dozen 
of the most interesting countries 
in the world today. 

"We spent a week in London 
and crossed the North Sea to 
Denmark," Mr. McCulley sum- 
marized for The Era. "We spent 
two days in rural Denmark, three 
days in Copenhagen, five days 
in Stockholm and then went] 
through Finland into Russia. We 
had three days in Leningrad, five 
days in Moscow, a stopover in 
Warsaw, five days in Berlin, and 
went through Cologne into Paris 
for four days." 

"How many were there in your 
parly?" 

"Four senior students, two old 
boys and a University of Toronto 
S.P.S. graduate." 

"What did you like best about 
your trip?" 

"Apart from England, we al) 
liked the Scandinavian countries 
tremendously. We found the 
Danes and the Swedes extremely 
hospitable. The two days in rural 
Denmark were interesting. We 
visited one of the latest of the 
folk high schools. A summer 
course was in session. 

"I was quite surprised to find 
that they had as fine equipment 
as they did. It was at Askov, one 
of the better schools, of course. 

"There were nice buildings, 
simple, a fine gymnasium, lovely 
assembly hall, recently added, 
and extensive gardens nnd 
grounds. 

"Wc visited an agricultural ex- 
perimental college in Denmark, 
experimenting in dairy work. It 
was just about as complete an in- 
stitution of its kind as I have 
ever seen. 

"Then Stockholm. The city is 
perfectly amazing. It is set nt 
the end of a chain of fresh-water 
lakes, which empty there into the 
gulf. You see there steamers 
going down the lakes, as well as 
ocean-going steamers entering 
the harbor. 

"It is as though a big, modern 
city were placet! tip In the Lake 
of Bays district. In point of loca- 
tion. It is the finest thing I have 
ever seen. 

"The country Is like northern 
Ontario, the vegetation and rocks. 
We looked out of our berths one 
morning and saw country exactly 
like Muskoka or Algonquin Purk. 
It made us homesick. 

"From an economic point of 
view, the most interesting thing 
was housing. All kinds of co- 
operative building plans are being 
carried into effect. Some of 
them arc apartment houses. 
Others are little colonies on the 
outskirts. The modern apart- 
ment blocks are striking. 

"Finland is a very quiet little 
country," he went on. 

"Are there co-operatives In 
Finland?" , 

"Not to the same extent ns in 
Denmark and Sweden. Helslng- 
fors Is not large. Noteworthy are 
a new railway station designed 
by the architect who built the 
Crnnbrook school in Detroit, and 
new parliament buildings, which 
arc classical, simple, to the point 
of austerity." 

Mr. McCul ley's frank, open- 
minded picture of those two much 
discussed countries, Russia and 
Germany, will be given In The

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UTILITIES COMMISSION 

Recently Dr. J. H. Wesley, M.O.H-, suggested 
that Newmarket should have a water and light 
commission or commissioner, as the duties now 
falling on a committee of the town council are too 
great to expect a member of the council to handle 
efficiently in his own time, without remuneration. 
The Stouffville Tribune, although under the mis- 
taken impression that Newmarket already has a 
commission, gives an interesting explanation of 
the make-up and possibilities of a commission. 

The Tribune's articles follow: 

"Cannington, Uxbridge, Aurora, Newmarket and 
Richmond Hill all operate their hydro systems 
under a commission, but Stouffville so far prefers 
to manage the affairs of the public utilities (water 
arftl light) through the municipal council. Looking 
back over the history of the water works system, 
no one can say that it has suffered because there 
Is no commission, as there is in other municipali- 
ties, but the day may come when it will be pro- 
vident to appoint a commission here 



council may by by-law set. Incidentally, the 
council Is permitting another owner to build right 
out to the mistaken line on the public property. 
This doesn't seem the way to solve our Main St. 
problem, but it is not reasonable to expect private 
citizens to take the lead in setting their buildings 
new or old, back from the accepted and established 
lines unless the town council, through a by-law, 
gives them a guarantee that other owners, when 
their time comes to build or replace, will have to 
do likewise. -,. 

A WhiM of Leadership "" *• 

Back in the pre-depression days of the "Mari- 
time Rights" campaign which led to the appoint- 
ment of the Duncan commission a Nova Scotian 
university professor said of his compatriots that 
they needed a "whiff of Mussolini". Nova 
Scotians wriggled in their chairs and agreed that 
it mightn't be a bad thing. A town council is a 
splendid institution to provide an outlet for all 
points of view concerning a town's affairs, but 
there are times when the divided leadership of* a 
town council is not strong enough. A "whiff of 
Mussolini," with one man assuming responsibility 
and pointing the way to a broader Main St. and a 
brighter future, might not be a bad thing for 
us in Newmarket. A town manager, backed by a 
good town council, such as Newmarket already 
has, might be a profitable investment.

A Tryst With The Past 







I can remember as a little child, 
often hearing an aunt of mine 
sing "Backward, turn Backward, 
O Time in your Flight", and 
wondered in my childish way, 
what would happen if it did. I 
thought of time as a great spool, 
on which tfee days were woven, 
and I wondered if God could un- 
wind the spool and let us go back 

over some of them. 

A few days ago, I felt as if I 
had accomplished the impossible 
— stepped back a century or more 
— and the "open sesame" which 
did the deed, was the ten cent fee, 
which gave me access to Sharon" 
temple. When I first saw it, 16 
years ago, I wondered if in 1921, 
there were stilt sun-worshippers 
to be found in the midst of a 
Christian people, for it seemed 
as if, only to the sun-god, whose 
flashing rays must penetrate to 
every corner, could such an edi- 
fice be raised. 

Since then, of course, I have 
learned of its originator, and the 
form of religion he practiced, but 
just in the way things happen, it 
has never been my lot to enter it, 
until about a week ago. 



We were driving quietly along, 



the question, "are germs a prod- 
uct of civilization and cleanliness, 
or did people in the past just sort 
of lump all diseases of unknown 
origin under "an act of God," and 
feeling comfortably, that no one 
could dispute it, let it go at that. 

The beautiful Paisley shawl, 
brought back childish memories, 
for my grandmother brought an 
almost identical shawl from 
Paisley, Scotland, when she came, 
120 years ago to this country.

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on to secure men who will give their time freely 
to the village in order to adequately conduct the 
affairs of these two departments which take a 
great deal of time. Members of the present 
council hold this view and the day is probably not 
far distant when a change will be made. 

"A public utility commission is made up of three 
ratepayers, one elected annually by the people of 
the municipality. Their duly is to direct the affairs 
of the water and light departments of the place. 
They have a secretary, paid, just as the council has 
a paid clerk and treasurer. If the commissioners 
show good business ability, they arc usually Jeft in 
office a period of years, and because of this they 
become thoroughly acquainted with the work- 
ings of the business under their charge. Only one 
commissioner may be voted out annually so that 
there is never a •green' set in office. In the case 
of conducting the domestic water system business, 
under present arrangements councils frequently 
determine on a policy regarding this or that which 
takes a number of years to fully carry out. Before 
completion the councillors change and the new 
men know nothing about the continuous work 
decided on, and it is dropped by the wayside. 
Under a commission more systematic undertakings 
can be carried out. Commissioners in villages are 
not paid representatives, although they always 
have a paid secretary who carries out the direc- 
tion of the commission. 

"If Stouffville ever appoints a public utility 
commission to handle the water system and hydro- 
electric the work of the local council would be 
more than cut in two. Because of this some rate- 
payers oppose the idea, fearing the duties would 
be insignificant for anybody to attend to" 



FLECTION ISSUES 

From asking questions and hearing what wc 
hear, we gather that, even in this supposedly 
Conservative province, the Hepburn government 
has a very good chance of being returned to power. 
Each person thinks for himself, of course, but to 
our way of thinking the only really ugly blotch on 
the Hepburn escutcheon is the maladministration 
of the province's liquor laws.

Department of Health on 







("INFANTILE PARALYSIS") 

In view of the prevalence of "infantile paralysis" in Ontario at the present time, and in recognition of the deep concern 
felt by parents over the protection of their children, the Provincial Department of Health is issuing the following State- 
ment concerning the nature of the disease and the question of what can be done to reduce the danger of infection. 



Nature of the Disease 

Like measles and scarlet fever, "infantile paralysis" is a 
communicable or "catching" disease. Like them also, it is 
mainly a disease of childhood. Yet the term "infantile" is apt 
to be misleading. While it is true that the majority of cases 
occur among children under ten years of age, the disease 
docs occur, especially in rural districts, among older children 
and young adults. 

The term "paralysis" is likewise misleading since it con- 
veys the impression that some loss of muscular function is 
characteristic of every case of the disease. This is not true. 
It is now known that only a small proportion of those who 
contract the disease actually develop paralysis. 

Since the disease is not limited to infants and since 
paralysis does not occur in all cases, the name "infantile 

IMralysis" is now regarded as a misnomer. The correct name 
or the disease is "polio-mvel-itis", which simply means acute 
inflammation ("his") of tiic grey matter ("polio") of special 
portions of the spina! cord which control movement of tin 
muscles. This inflammation is believed to be due to a special 
sort of infection which probably gains entrance to the ner- 
vous system through the upper part of the nose and throat 

Cmim: of tilt; Disease 

Poliomyelitis has been definitely recognized as a com 
municablc disease since IJWJ) when investigators succeeded 
in securing from humans, ill with the disease, a minute 
living substance called a "virus" which was found to he 
capable of producing poliomyelitis in monkeys. 

Much remains to be discovered about the nature of this 
virus but a good deal has already been learned. In size, it 
has been found to be less than one millionth of an inch 
in diameter. The virus is present in the nervous tissue of 
humans who have died from the disease. It is also found ir 
the nose and throat, not only of persons ill with the disease 
but also of persons who have been in contact with the disease. 

How the Diseutie Sim 1 ml a 

The exact manner in which the disease is transmitted from 
one person to another iarnot known. However, the disease 
does not arise spontaneously. The source of infection is a 



human being who is carrying the virus. Such a person need 
not necessarily be suffering from the disease. Yet 
presence of the virus in the nose and throat affords ample 



iiienng irom cue disease. Yet the mere

opportunity for spread of infection. In such cases minute 
particles are given off by coughing, sneezing Uttd talking. 
Fingers are constantly being carried to and from the mouth 
and nose and in this way articles, sucb as improperly washed 
eating and drinking utensils, common towels, children'] 
toys, etc., may become contaminated. 

Any BCt of circumstances which permit* tlio fru* 
niiciitmid rapid tnuodVrof none mid 1 1 iron t secretion* 
from ono person to another Increases Hits i>o**ihllity 
of infection. 

There is no evidence that flies or other insects play mn 
important part in the spread of poliomyelitis. 

Cblorination of municipal water supplies as now prac- 
tised, and the nroper pasteurization of milk have eliminated 
water and milk us possible sources of infection. 

Sigtif* and Symptom* of the Disease 

The early symptoms of poliomyelitis arc neither constant 
nor regular in their appearance, but certain of them are 
sufficiently suggestive to warrant the summoning of the 
family physician. 

The onset is usually sudden, with rapidly rising 
TKMPHKATURR, fluctuating between 101.103 degrees. 
HHADACHK is another common symptom. The young 
child Is ant to appear Irritable and cries easily when dis- 
turbed. The patient is usually willing to stay in bed, appears 
drowiy and takes little interest In his surroundings. 



VOMITING is fairly characteristic. Constipation is 
often present, whereas diarrhoea is unusual. Food is refused. 

Often the characteristic symptoms of COLD or SORE 
THROAT are present. 

SORENESS IN TI1K MUSCLES of the back and 
STIFFNESS and pain in the joints of the arms and legs 
may occur. . . 

In many cases of poliomyelitis the condition docs not 
go beyond this stage, and terminates after four to ten days* 
illness. 

However, in other cases, the disease proceeds into a 
second stage, in which the elevation of temperature and 
rapid pulse arc accompanied by marked irritability and 
drowsiness. The patient becomes mentally disturbed and takes 
on an anxious, frightened expression. Sleep may he disturbed 
Ny twitching and the hands may shake and tremble. 

The following specific signs are of particular importance : 
STIFFNESS OF THE SPINE. The head may be bent on 
the neck but efforts to bend the neck on the shoulders cause 
pain ami are resisted. The child is unable, while sitting up 
in bed, to bend his bead down to touch -the knees. If lie 
bends at all, it is at the hips with die back held rigid. 

PECULIAR SITTING POSTURE, When he sits up he 
props himself behind with extended arms supporting a 
tender or painful spine. 

Preventive Measures 

ThO precautionary measure of first importance is to pro- 
tect the child from contact with infection. Since other 
human beings are the primary source of infection, then 
children, who are evidently much more susceptible than 
adults, should be protected as far as is reasonably possible 
from contact with people,

Convalescent Serum 

Medical opinion is divided concerning the effectiveness of 
the so-called "Convalescent Serum" in poliomyelitis. In the 
absence of conclusive evidence, the Department is con- 
tinuing to supply this serum to physicians on request. 
Owing to the limited supply available, its use must of 
necessity be limited to cases suffering an attack of the 
disease. 

Nasal Spray 

Bused on the assumption that the virus enters the body 
through the upper part of the nose, attempts are being made 
to prevent its entrance by spraying the nasal passages with 
certain chemicals. Since this method Is stilt entirely in the 
experimental stage, it is not one which can be recommended 
for general use. 

I'reemi lions hi the Cure of Those HI 

When a diagnosis of poliomyelitis has been made, the 
patient must be Isolated for a period of at least three weeks. 
Since other members of the family are likely to be carriers 
of the virus, the protection of the community requires that 
they be quarantined until the danger of further spread has 
been eliminated. Care should be taken to see that articles 
which may have become contaminated by the patient arc 
disinfected or burned. Special precautions should he taken 
in regard to the disposal of nasal and alimentary discharges. 
Those who are handling the patient should exercise special 
care regarding their hands and person before coming in 
contact with other people,

Dividends are distributed every 
six months, The purchase divi- 
dends nro distributed to pur- 
chaser* at the rate of two and 
one-half per cent on their pur- 
chases.

"About 60 per cent," Mr, Wil- 
liams said. "We used to pay 
patronage dividends." 
"Why did you give it up?" 
"Because people haven't paid us 
for our services," 
"Couldn't you collect?" 
"Times havo been hard for the 
farmers, and we didn't want to 
bo too hnrd on them."
